The wholesale trade tin** heen iinnaually 
large in many plneen, nml now the fall 
orders* are pouring in, averaging lit exreaa 
or last year at this time of the season 
Some Jobber# are placing smaller order# 
on arc.iuut of thn im rca#e In coat, pre¬ 
ferring to #e 1 l (Hit clear rather titan to 
have any stock on hand, but there l# every 
prospect that the volume of order# will 
increase ami manufacturer# ami jobber# 
are planning accordingly- It 1# evident 
that patent calf and kid line#, and dull* 
finishes, will be popular in the fall trade, 
and gun-metnl calf will 1 h* a popular 
brand of good#. At present the shiny 
leathers are selling well, even better than 
wn« anticipated. In some place# bluchers 
are the desired pattern# In all line 
White good# of all kind# have been more 
or less in demand, though the season #( 
far In the North lias been unfavorable to 
their being worn mueli. For the same 
reasons, the trade in low-cut pattern# Ita: 
mu nourished according to Hummer possi¬ 
bilities. 

Kvery where retailer# laid in good stock 
of tans nml now the demand for them li 
increasing. So far the weather ha# bee 
against the business in tan# which the 
trade anticipated, but there l# no doubt 
but they will clear their stocks, a Iltth 
later. In \ lew of the prospect of a slight 
increase in price of fall shoes, It Is prob¬ 
able that tans will be worn later this year 
than usual, the shortened summer season 
helping to make them serve their time 
and the wearer get his money’s worth of 
usage. 

While some of the salesmen out 
supplied with samples of goods for tin 
spring of I'.tnr, trade, there is no attempt 
being made to force a market, the fall 
business being enough to demand their 
attention for a w hile, and the real luisl- 
ss with l'.K )0 samples will not begin 
before July 1.—Boston Transcript.

During tho early year* of the last 
century the celebration In New York 
Invariably opened with a discharge of 
cannon from the Itattery. A parade of 
tin* militia nnd volunteer rifle organiza¬ 
tions, accompanied by the leading bo- — 
clot lex of the city, in which Tammany 
was always well represented, inarched 
through Droadwny below the present 
city hall, Wall street nnd somo of the 
other thoroughfarea. 

After a march of about an hour the 
panniers tiled Into Kt. Haul's or some 
other prominent church, where tho Dec¬ 
laration of Independence wan ulwnya 
rend, followed by tin oration. 

In tin* evening every tavern and cof- 
fee house* had a special Fourth of July 
dinner, 'litis latter custom was univer¬ 
sal. No hamlet was so small that It 
could not gather Its company of patri¬ 
otic diners in tin* village tavern, where 
tlwlr fMithuxinsm xvas displayed In re- 
piuted protestations of loyalty to their 
country. 

The residents of Drooklyn 100 years 
ago were not to he outdone by their 
friends in the greater city across the R 
river, ax. according to n newspaper ac¬ 
count nt the time, tho Fourth of July. 
1804, was celebrated In Drooklyn ns 
follows; 

Th<* military of King* county nsxornbled 
nt the town of ltrooklyii to colobrato the 
day. At wunrlse a xaluto of seventeen 
fcunx wn* find. Tho uniform corps of tho 
Troop of llo*.".'. Republican riflemen, 
Washington funlb< i* and tlm Mixing Bun 
rompuulc* formed on Drooklyn Height* 
ut lo o'diM'k nnd inarched through Band* 
afreet. Main street, Trout xtr< < t. up old I 
Ferry Htrcct, to tho parudo ground. 

Later In tho day thcro were dinners * 
In the various taverns and the custom- 
nry toasts. 

An account of a celebration ut Potts 
Grove, Montgomery county', l'a., Is In¬ 
teresting not only for the picture of ru 
> ral enjoyment, but as n sample of the 
Journalistic writing commonly seen In 
the early newspapers: 

“Two fleldpleees, eht*i‘rfully served, 
sent abroad in tho forenoon tin* lofty 
, report of both fun andtfrolic by sixteen 
well timed nnd successive discharges 
Joy Itcniued on every brow; tlio green 
! valleys aud distant bills participated 
In the gladness of the duy by reverlsT 
utlng tlio magnllieent and fnr sent 
sounds of liberty aud Independent*?." 

Mention Is then mado of tin* dinner, 
with Its attendant speeches, uml In 
concluding the writer udds: 

"The retired sun had Just by thlx 
time let in the gloomy shade «»f night, 
upon which the company betook them 
selves to the tavern of Juuicx Klukeml, 
when? tliejr enjoyxl themselves with 
the sprightly dam » nnd feasted to u 
late hour upon sung, scutimciit and 
rosy wine." New York Times.

The prize given for the greatest num* 
lw*r of correct answers might take the 
shape of a handy volume containing 
tlu* Declaration, the constitution, Inau¬ 
gural address of Washington and other 
patriotic utterances.
